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Downturn set to hit 
community funding 


ELY’S vital range of 
community projects 
and charities could 
suffer this year 
because of the econom¬ 
ic downturn. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader 
of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, has 
warned that the authority 
will have to “spread the 
jam a little thinner” when 
handing out money to 
good causes within the 
city and surrounding 
villages. 

The news follows a district 
council investigation of how the 
increasing economic pressures 
will affect services in 2009.

The findings show that the 
number of houses which were 
built in East Cambridgeshire 
between April and September 
2008 has halved compared with 
the same period in 2007. 

As a result, there could be less 
section 106 money from 
developers available for 
community projects to use. 

Cllr Brown said the council 
would still be funding projects 
but “analysing which one 
deserves the most”, which he 
admitted could see some schemes 
with less funding than previous 
years. 

He said: “This year we are going 
to be spreading the jam a little 
thinner - it is not because we 


want to, it is because we have to. 

“There are going to be projects, 
such as those that help the 
elderly, which are going to be 
under more pressure than others 
this year, so obviously they will 
be our priority. 

“We are going to have to 
analyse which ones deserve the 
most funding and then share it 
out that way. 

“Clearly, that could see other 
projects and charities in the area 
receiving less funding from us 
than they usually do.” 

He said: “Obviously we will be 
spending all of our cash wisely 
and some of this share will end 
up going to community projects, 
but also other schemes like 
buildings and roads.” 

John Hill, the district council’s 
chief executive, said: “It will 
come as no surprise to learn that 


money will be tight for us all this 
year. 

“We have to be sensible with 
the funds we have and ensure we 
find innovative ways to make 
sure the key projects in the 
district are not lost. 

“We are keen not to lose sight 
of the most vulnerable, which is 
why we hope to introduce 
measures which will help 
communities such as offering 
further support through grant 
schemes. 

“The evidence does show that 
we are in for some difficult times 
but we will get through it and we 
will all be stronger for the 
experience.” 

An action plan based on the 
review is now being developed 
and will be reported to the 
council’s policy and resources 
committee in February.

Father and son aim 
for contest double 


A FATHER and his son are 
hoping to take the world of 
arm wrestling by storm as 
they compete in the 
British Championships 
together for the first time. 

Lee Holland and his son, Tom, 
17, are optimistic family strength 
will bring double rewards at the 
national championships in 
September. 

Tom rose rapidly through the 
junior ranks in 2008, a year 
which saw him become British 
Junior Champion at all weights 
and triumph against some of 
Europe’s top wrestlers in 
tournaments in Belgium, Norway 
and Germany. 

Lee, 43, of Larkfield Road, Ely, 
believes his son, a former 
Littleport Primary School pupil,

has the potential to become a 
future world champion. 

He said: “He can already beat 
blokes twice his size. His speed is 
quite frightening. I think he’s 
already the quickest in Britain, 
which is why he can beat most 
people in a flash. 

“However, he’s not particularly 
heavily built yet, but arm 
wrestling isn’t just about having 
big muscles. It’s all about speed, 
technique and getting your hand 
into the right position. 

“He hasn’t beaten me yet, but I 
compete in the 100kg heavy¬ 
weight division while Tom has 
been wrestling at 70kg. 

“I’ve also got a particularly 


strong hand and wrist.” 

Tom has only been training for 
18 months but his father says 
there will be no nepotism and he 
won’t be letting him win. 

The father-son alliance comes 
after Tom persuaded his dad to 
return to arm wrestling in 2006 
after a 10-year break from the 
sport. 

His words of encouragement 
inspired Lee, who boasts Mike 
Tyson-sized 18in biceps, to win 
that year’s British Championship 
and has since become the world 
number two. 

Lee and Tom will now team up 
to compete in the New Year Cup 
on January 31 - at 90kg and 70kg 
respectively - in preparation for 
the British Championship and 
then World Championship, in 
Italy, which take place in 
September.

On Saturday, January 
24, the year-long festivities 
are being officially 
launched with a service in 
the cathedral at 2.30pm, 
where the diocesan 
bishop, the Bishop of Ely, 
Dr Anthony Russell, and 
Dr Williams will be 
present. 

Each person who 
attends the service will 
receive a bag containing 
leather bookmarks with 
the Ely 900 prayer, badges,

over the coming year. 

On the Sunday, January 
25, individual parishes 
will be launching their 
own programmes at 
special services across 
the diocese. 

Dr Russell said: “As a 
diocese we are committed 
to mission in every aspect 
seeking to bring the good 
news of Jesus Christ to 
those who live in the 
cities, towns and villages 
of this area, and to make 
the Gospel relevant to 
their working lives. 

“We shall also be 
thinking creatively about 
our responsibility to pass 
on the Christian faith to 
future generations.” 

As well as promoting 
faith to young members of 
the community, it is also 
hoped Ely will become a 
Fair Trade Diocese by the 
end of 2009, improving 


the trading structure of 
poor communities across 
the world. 

This will be achieved 
when at least 50 per cent 
of the parishes have 
applied for Fair Trade 
status - 41 per cent of 
them have applied 
already. 

Other events planned 
throughout the year 
include a diocesan 
pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land in May, a rave in the 
nave youth event at the 
Cathedral in July and a 
bumper Cambridge 
University Music Society 
concert at the cathedral 
in November.

Year of mixed fortunes... 


As we enter 2009, Jordan Day takes a look back at the people, 
places and events which made the headlines during 2008. 


January 

A SHOCKING survey showed that children in 
East Cambridgeshire were the fattest in the 
region, where 14 per cent of Year Six pupils were 
found to be overweight. The study, carried out by 
the Child Public Health Team, also showed that 
42 per cent of primary school pupils in the region 
were unhealthy. 

District councillors feared the city and 
surrounding villages could see a major cut in 
services after the Government said it would 
increase East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
funding by just 1 per cent for the following 
financial year. 

Following an enquiry into the much-contested 
Mereham scheme, which could have seen 5,000 
homes built on land on the A10 near Stretham, 
Cambridgeshire County Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council announced they 
were lodging a claim for the £500,000 costs 
against the developers, Multiplex Stannifer. 

Outraged Ely residents claimed they were 
“second-class citizens” after councillors voted 
not to grant them parking permits. 

Homeowners in Littleport’s Old School Close 
and Ponts Hill, whose houses were blighted by 
cancer-causing chemicals for five years, 
celebrated after a clean-up operation was given 
the go-ahead and they were offered a £5,000 
pay-out. 

Plans for an “out of town” budget 
supermarket, Lidl, were set to be revived despite 
controversy over its impact on Ely city centre. 

By 2020, readers were told, Ely would become 
a vibrant shopping hub boasting a world-class 
cycling network and hundreds of riverside 
homes, as the Ely Masterplan was unveiled. 


February 

Residents were overjoyed to hear Ely’s Makings 
cinema was to be saved, although it would be 
closed for at least six months, after the search for 
a temporary venue proved fruitless. However, the 
popular Babylon Gallery was to be sacrificed to 
ensure its future. 

Plans for a 450-home eco-village on the old 
Mepal airfield site were announced as part of a 
scheme to create 1,000 jobs at a new high-tech 
software business centre. 

Animal lovers were up in arms after wildlife 
officers at East Cambridgeshire District Council 
announced they were to oil the eggs of Ely’s 
high-profile Muscovy duck population. 

Transport chiefs announced that the derelict 
Chettisham railway station could be revived 
bringing a new station to the city. 

Tributes were paid to nine-year-old Charlotte 
Walker, of Welney, who died when the car she 
was in plunged into a water-filled ditch on the 
B1098 at Sixteen Foot Bank. The incident also 
sparked fresh calls for more safety measures on 
the area’s dangerous roads. 

March 

Travellers forced the barrier of Ely’s Cambridge 
Business Park open and moved three caravans 
onto the site illegally. The busy site, near Tesco, 
was hit with the fourth unauthorised site in two 
years. 

Determined anti-Mereham campaigners 
started a new lobbying campaign to stop plans 
for the 5,000-home development. 

It was announced that Ely could become the 
first city in the UK to ban plastic bags and the 


Make Ely Greener Campaign was launched to 
get residents and supermarkets to stop using 
them. 

The Speed-watch scheme was piloted in 
Soham, providing residents with speed guns in a 
bid to stop motorists from speeding on the 
region’s rural roads. 

Members of the Local Campaign Group for the 
Rural Protection of Ely were outraged at 
extensive tree cutting and development work at 
the city’s famous beauty spot, Roswell Pits. 

Ely Cathedral was named the region’s best film 
and TV location for its success in attracting 
Hollywood actors to the city. 

April 

The Wicken Fen Vision, which involved 
re-flooding 22 square miles of former wetlands 
between Soham and Cambridge, was branded a 
ridiculous waste of money. 

The owner of Roswell Pits, Jeremy Tyrrell, was 
threatened by East Cambridgeshire District 
Council with a £20,000 fine for illegally cutting 
down trees and building mooring points and 
concrete roads. 

Thousands of people signed a petition, 
launched by our sister paper the Cambridge 
News, to prevent the closure of post offices. 

Vandals hit Stretham and Little Downham by 
pouring paint stripper over more than 10 cars. 

A star-studded line-up was announced for the 
region’s first summer dance festival, Dance 
Island, which turned out to be East Anglia’s 
largest dance festival. 

The 1 st Sutton Scout Group was forced to 
abandon its dilapidated headquarters because of 
serious health and safety fears. 



Tesco announced plans to expand its Ely store. 

The family of Ely airman, Sgt Harry Taylor, who 
was killed in the Second World War, urged his 
name be put on the city’s war memorial, 70 years 
after his death. 

The £65 million Angel Drove Business Park, 
including hotel, business suites and pubs, was 
given the thumbs up. 

Leader of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Brian Ashton, quit after commenting in 
an email that the city’s Lisle Lane site, which he 
owned, should be included in the Ely Masterplan. 
The email also prompted calls for the whole plan 
to be scrapped and re-drafted. 

June 

Previous concerns about the Ely Masterplan 
were put aside and the residents were promised 
a greater say in the proposals. 

Mother Rekha Kumari-Baker, accused of 
stabbing her two teenage daughters to death at 
their Stretham home, pleaded not guilty to 
murder. 

Brave fundraiser Liam Fairhurst topped the 
£150,000 he hoped to raise for cancer charity 
CLIC Sargent. 

Cllr Fred Brown was appointed the leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District Council. 

Wildlife campaigners from the Local 
Campaigners for the Protection of Rural Ely were 
delighted when Roswell Pits was notified as an 
official Site of Specific Scientific Interest, which 
will protect its abundant wildlife and habitats 
from development. 

Around 1,000 jobs were created in the area 
after high-tech business centre, the Elean Data 
Centre, was given the go-ahead at the old Mepal 
airsite. 

Information was leaked to the Weekly News 
that budget supermarket Lidl would make its 
third bid to open a store in the city.

July 

Drama hit Ely’s famous Aquafest raft race when a paddler was 
knocked unconscious and into the river by a water bomb. 

Shanghai-born masseuse, Keqi Wu, who ran a brothel from a flat 
in Ely’s Lantern Court, was jailed for 15 months. 

A dog rescue centre, Poplar Farm Rescue Kennels in Sutton 
Gault, threatened with closure after it was given a £10,700 
electricity bill from E.ON, was saved after the bill was slashed by 
£7,500. 

Determined anti-Mereham campaigners collected more than 
10,000 signatures opposing the proposed development and 
delivered their petition to Westminster. 

Three men were killed and three injured when the people carrier 
they were travelling in collided with a lorry on the A141 at Chatteris. 

Library bosses denied claims that they were selling off classic 
books such as Charlotte Bronte’s Jane Eyre, in favour of trendy 
modern titles after complaints from book lovers. 

August 

Celebrations began when the 5,000-home Mereham settlement 
was thrown out by the Government. 

Inspirational teenager, cancer battler Callum Brown, of 
Haddenham, abandoned his wheelchair for a charity walk and 
raised around £8,000 for Cancer Research UK. 

Dangerous boy racers were warned that police could seize their 
cars and crush them if they were caught whizzing through Ely’s 
streets. 

Incredible fundraiser Liam Fairhurst named “Britain’s Kindest 
Kid” after thousands of TV viewers voted for him to win a 
competition run by Five News. 

Supermarket giant Aldi was given the go-ahead to build a new 
store in Ely’s Lisle Lane. 

Plans for a £1.1 million multi-purpose community centre at 
Littleport were unveiled. 

Plans for a country park on the outskirts of Ely took a step 
forward after organisers secured a £100,000 Government grant. 
The cash was used by the district council to carry out a “green 


space survey” to see how the park would be laid out. 

There were fears that three bus routes facing the chop in the 
area could leave villagers stranded. 

Figures from Ely’s Citizens Advice Bureau showed the number of 
hard-up families requiring help and advice with debt problems in 
East Cambridgeshire had doubled in a single year. 

September 

Work on the 1st Ely Scout Group’s run-down hut began after a 
generous £50,000 donation from WREN, a body which distributes 
landfill tax money. 

Liberal Democrat councillors were concerned that hundreds of 
lorries could thunder through East Cambridgeshire villages carrying 
tonnes of gravel if plans to extract minerals from Mepal were given 
the go-ahead. 

Plans to bulldoze people’s homes on Ely’s Walsingham Way and 
replace them with more modernised flats were revived after they 
were thrown out the previous year. 

Angry postmasters and residents hit out at the decision to shut 
three post offices in East Cambridgeshire at the branches at St 
John’s Road, Ely, Hall Street in Soham and in Little Downham. 

October 

Big-hearted Soham fundraiser Liam Fairhurst scoops his greatest 
honour after being named “Child of Courage” at the prestigious 
Pride of Britain Awards. 

Anglian Water is fined £11,000 after raw sewage was pumped 
into waterways near Ely on two separate occasions. 

Thieving Littleport teenager, Joshua Hancock, was given 200 
hours of unpaid work after stealing more than £1,400 from his 
grandmother to fund a luxury holiday to Spain. 

Former education secretary Estelle Morris praises the work of 
Ely Cathedral and launches a new education trust in the city which 
will fund visits by young people to the 1,000-year-old cathedral. 

November 

Campaigners against Mereham were furious to discover the 
controversial development could be revived after it was included in 


the East of England Regional Assembly’s possible 16 schemes to 
meet Government housing targets for 2031. 

Ely-based poetry group, Turning Point, was banned from 
performing in a local pub. The district council’s licensing officers, 
who made the decision, were accused of showing a lack of 
support for the arts. 

Anti-social yobs terrorised Ely Cathedral, interrupting services 
and throwing blast bombs at members of staff. 

Popular city centre pub, The Royal Standard Inn, was one of the 
UK’s drinking holes to crumble under spiralling rents. 

Forgotten airman, Sergeant-Observer Harry Taylor, finally has his 
name put up on the city’s war memorial 70 years after his death. 

Planning inspectors reject the appeal by the owner of Ely’s 
Roswell Pits, Jeremy Tyrrell, and to the delight of vigorous 
campaigners, he is ordered to return the land to its original state by 
October 2009. 

Plans for a huge wetland scheme at the National Trust’s Wicken 
Fen take another knock after the district council refuses to formally 
endorse the project. 

December 

Ely pensioner, Les Thomas, who said he almost died after taking 
part in a drug trial for painkiller rofecoxib five years ago, won his 
landmark legal battle against the pharmaceutical giant, Merck 
Sharp and Dohme Limited. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council launched a new grant 
scheme which could see hundreds of empty homes across the 
region brought back into use. 

It was announced Ely’s popular Babylon Gallery will open in the 
new year. The riverside gallery was forced to shut its doors in June 
after the district council slashed arts funding by £70,000. 

An assessment of whether East Cambridgeshire needs an all- 
weather mammoth running track got under way. 

Inspirational Haddenham teenager, Callum Brown, says all his 
Christmas dreams have come true after battling a brain tumour 
over the last year and seeing the festive season he was once told 
he would never survive to see.

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Indoor market for 
Woolies ‘a dream’ 


AMBITIOUS market 
traders in Ely are calling 
for the city’s empty 
Woolworths store to be 
transformed into a bump¬ 
er indoor market. 

Traders say they have been 
putting forward suggestions 
about how the building could be 
used since the cash-strapped 
business shut its doors last 
week. 

Top of the list is to use the 
massive shop, once it is empty, 
as an indoor market to tie in 
with the city’s twice weekly 
market days on Thursdays and 
Saturdays. 

One trader, who has been 
running a market stall for more 
than 20 years, said the store, 
which is believed to be owned 
by Tesco, would make the 
perfect venue for an indoor 
market. 

The woman, who did not wish 
to be named, said: “The shop 
will just stand empty which is a 
massive waste of floor space. 

“There are dozens of us who 
think the store would make the 
perfect place for a large much-

needed indoor market selling all 
sorts of things. 

“The city’s markets are 
successful but we notice a 
considerable drop in trade over 
the winter months as people do 
not want to get wet in the 
outdoors. 

“If we had an indoor space 
with all the same stalls that we 
have at the moment, the whole 
set up would be fantastic.” 

Another trader, who also did 
not want to be named, said: 
“Quite a few traders think an 
indoor market would be a good 
way to use the building once it 
is empty but they are just ideas. 

“We will have to see what 
happens in the New Year and 
how the idea goes down with 
those responsible.” 

But Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
chairman of Ely Traders’ 
Association, said the market 
traders were simply “dream¬ 
ing” over the prospects. 

She said: “There is no chance 


that it will happen or that the 
store will even stand derelict for 
long - it is a prime retail space 
and would make the perfect 
place for new much-needed 
stores such as Next and Marks 
and Spencer to set up base. 

“It will never happen but it 
will be interesting to see what 
does replace our much-loved 
Woolies.” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “A vibrant city 
centre is important for the 
economic well-being of Ely and 
the district council is commit¬ 
ted to supporting businesses 
and improving the prosperity of 
the areas. 

“The council will continue to 
consider any practical meas¬ 
ures it can take to encourage 
businesses to thrive in the 
district, including at the 
Woolworths site.” 

Tesco was not available to 
confirm whether the store, 
which previously was a Tesco

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Traffic lights 
bid for junction 


Danger spot ‘accident 
waiting to happen’

PLANS to improve 
the safety of a dan¬ 
gerous junction bet¬ 
ween two A-roads 
have taken a step 
forward. 

Walkers and cyclists 
trying to cross the A10 at 
its junction with the A142 
on a key route into Ely 
currently have only a 
traffic island with 
bollards to help them 
cross while cars and 
lorries pass. 

Ely resident Arthur 
Cutter has been calling 
for Cambridgeshire 
County Council to 
consider a footbridge for 
the crossing since 2007. 
He says it is used by 
school children, mothers 
with buggies and shop¬ 
pers trying to reach the 
Budgens store on Witch- 
ford Road. 

And even though a 
footbridge, which could 
cost up to £1 million, 
would be too expensive, 
there have been dis¬ 
cussions about making 


the junction’s round¬ 
about traffic light con¬ 
trolled. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Councillor Ian 
Allen, who has backed 
Mr Cutter’s call for 
action, said investiga¬ 
tions into the feasibility 
of the traffic light control 
system are under way 

Cllr Allen, who lives in 
Witchford, said: “We held 
an informal meeting 
recently to try and make 
progress with increasing 
the safety of the junction. 

“A footbridge would be 
far too expensive and I 
personally do not think it 
would be used enough to 
justify the huge costs. 

“Determined to make 
this well-used crossing, 
which quite frankly is an 
accident waiting to 
happen, safer though, the 
best long-term solution 
would be to have the 
roundabout traffic light 
controlled, like the 
Milton roundabout. This 
would control traffic flow, 


allow people to cross 
safely and also be much 
cheaper than a bridge. 

“If it is feasible and 
given the go-ahead, and 
with funding available, it 
could be in place this 
time next year.” 

Mr Cutter, who cam¬ 
paigns for the rights of 
disabled people, said: 
“This is brilliant news. 
People take their life in 
their hands every time 
they cross at the junction 
and I think traffic light 
control would work 
well.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County 
Council, said: “Following 
a recent meeting, a num¬ 
ber of possible options 
were looked at with 
initial costings. 

“One option was to 
make the roundabout 
traffic light controlled 
and we are now looking 
into the feasibility and 
practicality of this sugg¬ 
estion, as well as possible 
funding.”

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Bid to safeguard the 
future of common 


PEOPLE determined to 
protect a precious green area 
in Ely have spoken up in a 
bid to safeguard its future. 

The Local Campaigners for 
the Protection of Rural Ely 
(LCPRE) made an 
application for Ely Common 
to be registered as a village 
green after local business¬ 
man Jeremy Tyrrell bought 
part of the common and 
Roswell Pits from the 
Thomas Parsons charity last 
year. 

LCPRE members and 
residents attended a public 
enquiry into the application 
recently but have been 
warned it could be a few 
months before the outcome 
of it is known. 

Andrew Balmford, chair of 
the campaign group, said: “I 


would like to thank everyone 
who supported the applica¬ 
tion and those who spoke up 
about the many different 
ways the common is used, 
from walking and fruit 
picking to playing games and 
enjoying nature. 

“We probably will not 
know the results of it all for 
a few months yet but we 
believe we have made the 
strongest possible case for 
safeguarding the long-term 
future of the common from 
development.” 

If the application, which is 
opposed by Mr Tyrrell, is 
successful, the common, off 
Prickwillow Road, would be 
designated a village green 
which would prevent an 
“encroachment of enclo¬ 
sure” of the land. 


Shock as hot tub stolen 


A HOT tub worth £6,000 has 
been stolen from a business 
park in Littleport. 

Staff at Fenland Arctic 
Spas, on the town’s Saxon 
Business Park, are shocked 
after the incident, which 
happened between 

December 30 and January 3. 

Thieves entered the 
premises by cutting open a 
metal fence panel and stole 
the hot tub, which was being 
used as a demo model, from 
the front of the showroom. 


A spokesman from the 
company said: “We are in 
such shock - we have never 
heard of a hot tub being 
stolen before.” 

Police think the offenders 
have emptied the tub using a 
water butt before carrying it 
away through the fence, over 
the ditch and into the 
neighbouring field.

Road ban for 
drink driver 

A MAN who took his hedge cuttings to 
the recycling centre after drinking two 
glasses of wine has been banned from 
driving for a year. 

Michael Ashton, 52, of High Street, 
Wicken, was driving back from the 
recycling point in Grunty Fen to 
Haddenham when his car crashed with 
another vehicle on the C154 Pools Road, 
near the junction with Church Road. 

Police arrived to find Ashton badly 
injured and his vehicle upside down in 
a ditch, and an on-the-spot test showed 
he was over the drink drive limit with 
98 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood. 

Ashton pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates Court to being in charge of 
a motor vehicle while over the 
prescribed limit. 

He opted for a drink driving 
rehabilitation course which will reduce 
his ban by three months and was also 
ordered to pay a £550 fine, £35 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Bail for fight case man 

A SUTTON man accused of putting 
another man in intensive care after a 
fight outside a pub has appeared in 
court. 

Hayden Robins, 33, of Saffron Piece, 
pleaded not guilty at Ely Magistrates 
Court to inflicting grievous bodily 
harm upon Kelvin Yardy. 

The case was adjourned until January 
29 at Ely Magistrates Court where a 
committal hearing for crown court will 
be heard. 

Robins was released on unconditional 
bail.

Andrew 
Hutchinson, executive 
principal of the 
Parkside Federation, 
has been made an OBE 
for services to edu¬ 
cation. 

The group runs Park- 
side and Coleridge com¬ 
munity colleges in Cam¬ 
bridge, and earlier this 
month was chosen to 
run the new secondary 
school to be built at Clay 
Farm, Trumpington. 

Marshall Aerospace’s 
chief operating officer 


Grahame Nix is flying 
high after being made 
an OBE for services to 
the defence industry. 

Mr Rix, 50, of The 
Missions, Waterbeach, 
joined Marshall of Cam¬ 
bridge in 1980 and in 
1995 was made director 
of Marshall Aerospace 
with overall responsib¬ 
ility for production.

Street-cred Mini is a cut above 


IT’S pretty hard to take 
exception to Mini’s new 
Convertible, writes 

Jonathan Crouch. 

It looks (and is) sportier than the 
previous version, yet it’s cheaper 
to run and more eco-friendly too. It 
offers more space and plenty of hi- 
tech features. But best of all, it’s 
still just as much fun to drive. 

As with the fixed top Mkll Mini 
models, the convertible ditches the 
old Isuzu engines and instead 
adopts the less characterful but 
more efficient units that BMW 
developed with Peugeot and 
Citroen. That means we lose the 
glorious supercharged whine of 
the old Cooper S version, but its 
175bhp 1.6-litre twin scroll turbo¬ 
charged replacement makes up for 
that with far better fuel economy 
figures and emissions. Rest to 60 
takes 7.4 seconds on the way to 
138mph and there’s 1771b ft of 
torque. 

Go for the 120bhp 1.6-litre engine 
you get in the standard Cooper 


model and 60 takes 9.8 seconds on 
the way to 123mph, still quite fast 
enough for most, even if, with 1181b 
ft of torque, you’ll need to rev it a 
bit more to properly enjoy that 
performance. 

With a raised shoulder line the 
Mkll Convertible has a more 
purposeful and dynamic stance 
than its predecessor. The Cooper S 
Convertible sets itself apart 
visually with the bonnet mounted 
air-intake, large twin tailpipes, a 
diffuser in the rear bumper and a 
two-piece rear fog lamp. 

On to the roof and the automatic 
canvas cover of this car can be 
fully retracted or closed in just 15 
seconds. In the event of drivers 
being caught out by a sudden 
downpour, this function will fully 
operate with the car at speeds of 
up to 20mph. As an alternative to 
the complete top-down driving ex¬ 
perience, the full width of the 
electric roof can be retracted by 
about 40cm to create the effect of a 
sunroof at speeds of up to 75mph. 

Both the Cooper and Cooper S 


variants are decently 
equipped. Look at the 
safety technology and 
you’re bombarded with 
acronyms like assisted 
power steering (EPS), 
ABS with Electronic 
Brake Force Distri¬ 
bution (EBD), 

Cornering Brake 
Control (CBC) and 
Brake Assist, plus 
Dynamic Stability 
Control (DSC) - all 
found as standard. 


For the first-time, air conditi¬ 
oning is fitted as standard in a 
Mini Convertible, though one 
option of dubious value will be 
what Mini is calling the “Openo- 
meter”. This records the time 
spent by the owner driving with 
the top down. More useful however 
is the bike rack set-up that is 
supplied as standard with the 
mounting points hidden behind 
the rear bumper. 

Both models feature technology 
from BMW’s EfficientDynamics

systems, so you can expect class¬ 
leading fuel efficiency, low C02 
emissions and impressive cost of 
ownership figures. 


Basically 

You could perhaps complain about 
the premium pricing but in truth, 
there’s not really much more than 
that to put off would-be Mini 
Cabriolet purchasers. This car has 
more street-cred than its rivals and 
is far-less gender-specific (read 
female-orientated) - and it’s 
fantastic fun to drive.
